There is a lot of fine morality back @ 
of the Simmons proposal. The disclo- 
Sure that Senator Bingham of Con- 
vecticut had a salaried agent of the 
Connecticut Manufacturers Asrociation 
at his elbow in the secret sessions of 
the Republican members of the Finance 
Committee while the American public 
was excluded, has left an undoubted 
impression. 

Senator Simmons Knows his gesture 
is a smart one at the moment the Re- 
publican methods of tariff writing are 
in disrepute, 

It is good strategy for him as the 


Democratic leader in the tariff fight to 
beap coals on burning Old Guard 
heads. That the able Senator thinks 
his proposal is practical is doubtful. 

Senator Simmons js too well read 
and too canny not to keep in mind 
Milton's admonition anent “vain wis- 
dom all and false philosophy.” He 

knows the Administration Republicans 
are in @ sorry plight with their ugly, 
misshapen Tariff Bill, He proposes to 
help them to be a little bit more 
miserable through having the Byanson 
incident aired on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, where Bingham, the tall, gray 
schoolmaster from Connecticut, so fond 
of lecturing his intellectual inferiors, 
may be badgered into flight toward the 
water cooler in the Republican cloak- 
room, 

The idea that a Senate resolution 
could prevent the majority members of 
the Finance Committee writing a Tariff 
Bill in secret and then jamming it 
down the throats of the minority mem- 
bers is a bit too naive for Washington 
to accept, except that the veteran Sen- 
ator from North Carolina was laughing 
up his sleeve. 

Senator Simmons acknowledges that 
it had been the practice before he came 
to the Senate almost thirty years ago. 
He smiles an admission of the fact that 
Democrats had done it in preparation 
of the Underwood-Simmons bill of 1913 
just as the Republicans had done in 
the half-dozen tariff revisions he had 
endured. 

There is one point about the whole 
thing, one which is not likely to be 
emphasized in the debate on the Sim- 
mons proposal, 

It is merely that you may prohibit 
all you please, but you cannot prevent, 

If Republican members are forced, 
through the Simmons resolution, to 
have Democrats present when tariff 
bills are being whipped into shape and 
decisions reached on rates, is it not 
obvious what would happen? 

It ought to be. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee would meet the night before at 
the residence of a Senator, at, the 
Metropolitan Club or the Tuckermann 
house in Edgemoor, adjust their party 
differences and go into the meetings 
of the full committee the next day with 
the Democrats looking as innocent as 
fresh-laid eggs. and vote the decisions 
of the nocturnal session over whiskey 
and soda. 

The real effect or une simmons reso-< 
lution would be to keep majority mem- 
bers of a Finance Committee—Repub- 
licans in times of Republican control 
of the Senate; Democrats in the ac- 
cidental episodes of American political 
history—up late nights and bring them 
bleary-eyed into committee sessions the 
next morning. 

Practical results would be about es 
they are now. 

There are several constructive and 
thoroughly progressive possibilities in 
the Simmons resolution. 

It seems too good to be true that the 
Simmons resolution might bring them 
to actuality. 

The public is invited to the hearings 
or tariff bills. The public is excluded 
from sessions at which tariff schedules 
are written. So are the Senators of 
the minority party. 

When both Houses of Congress have 
acted on a tariff bill in public session, 
the real legislation is drafted behind 
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d on rates. 


closed doors by a conference commit- 
tee of the two Houses and weeks of 
debate may be nuliified there in an 
hour, 

Progressive Washington envisages in 
the Simmons motion the potentialities 
of one of the greatest reforms Congress 
could give to the world. 

First. Let the votes on individual 
tariff schedules be decided by a roll- 
call vote in Congressional corimittees, 
sitting in open session with mnews- 
Paper reporters present. 

Second. After bcth House and Sen- 
ate have voted in c,en session and on 
published roilealls Jet the confer- 
ence eommittee recain or throw out 
this or that section of the bill, with 
newspaper men present to record the 
reasons therefor. 

Will that happen? 

It will not, if you ask me. 

We are approaching the ideal in that 
respect. We have a long, long way to 
travel before the downright rotten- 
ness of the existing system may be sent 
to the city dump. 

It is worse than idle to detail the 
iniquities of the current system. 

Seldom in Republican tariff annals 
has there been written such a sordid 
story of personal clashes amounting to 
downright animosities and tawdry 
threats to air differences on the floor 
of the Senate. 

It has been a story of sectional 
prejudices, of personal selfishness, of 
factional bitterness. 

Many of the rates embodied in the 
Smoot bill were voted into the measure 
by such votes—among the Republican 
members of the Finance Committee— 
as seven to four, 6ix to five, six to 
four, and five to four. 

Yet they are in the bill. The losers 
in the star-chamber proceedings are 
going along like gentlemen, taking 
their medicine, swallowing hard, voting 
galling “ayes.” 

If the minority members were per- 
mitted to vote on such matters, no 
such rates would be in a Dill as it 
reached the floor unless the nocturnal 
caucuses were as binding as Washing- 
ton thinks they might be and probably 
would be. The virtue would be to have 
record votes so that the public might 
have that much at least. 

The system whereby the real legis- 
lation is written by conference commit- 
tees and then jammed through both 
Houses of Congress is too outrageous 
for any one save the most depraved 
reactionary to attempt to justify, yet 
it is accepted complacently by all the 
students of legislative procedure as a 
necessary evil and thus endured. 

In the Simmons resolution, !mprac- 
tical as it seems, there may Tepose 
the germ of an idea. 

In a few years or in a generation 
of legislative progress we may be able 
to get away from the farce of 435 
members of the House and 96 Senators 
devoting weeks to legislation and 
finally having the whole thing de- 
cided by five members of each body 
disregarding rollcalls and writing a 
bill as they please or as the White 
House orders. 

A lot of puerile palaver by profes- 
sional politicians would be offered to 
any suggestion that conference com- 
mittees meet in the open. A lot of 
impediments to progress will have. to 
die on Capitol Hill before we can hope 
for any such decency and ‘honesty in 
legislation. 

It will come in time. A LaFollette 
will start it and be damned as-a crank, 
@ nut, a Bolshevist. He will pass from 
the picture. The idea will survive. 
The integrity of the idea will carry 
on. Some day it will come to pass. 


When it does, the forces which put 


the reform across will have gone on 
to something new, something more ad- 
vanced. 

The Republican party trailing along 
in the dust of new ideas will forget 
its years of antagonism to open con- 
ferences. on public legislation and it 
Probably will win a Presidential elec- 
tion as the proponent of the pfinciple.
